THK PRESIDENT AND SILVER. 


AN IBBIGAMON BISTEM. 
PBBSIDENTIAI, APPOINTMENTS. 


What Will Be Done During the Com- Collector! of Intern*! Revenue Wtll not 


In* Year. 
B« Appointed Until M«y. 


The Omaha Bee says President Harrison 


is said to favor another international con- 
ference for the establishment of a bi-metal- 
lie standard of money. There is probably 
•> better chance now of bringing about 
inch a conference than there has been at 
any previous time in the past eight years, 
or since the last conference was held. The 
attempts made within that time to induce 
the European governments concerned to 
confer OB this subject received no encour- 
agement. Both England and Germany 
declined to reopen the question, and the 
last person sent to Europe to ascertain 
the sentiment there, Mr. Man ton Marble, 
reported that he found the consensus of 
opinion opposed to any change, and he ex- 
pressed the conviction that the United 
States might aa well drop the matter, so 
far as the interested countries of Europe 
Were concerned. 


There has been a notable change of sen- 


timent abroad, however, since Mr. Matble 
made his report; among the people at 
least, if not on tha part of the Govern- 
ments. 
Bimetallism has been gaining 


frieads in Germany and England and 
among its stannchest advocates in both 
coun'ries are men who, a few years ago, 
were arrayed against it. It was shown, a 
•hort time ago, that bimetallism had a very 
strong support in the German parliament, 
and quite recently Mr. Gosohen, Ch ancel- 
lor of the British Exchequer, gave a public 
expression favorable to it. The English 
royal commission on gold and silver, ap- 
pointed last year, was equally divided as to 
the advisability of inviting the United 
States, Germany and the countries form- 
ing the Latin Union to join in consultation 
with Great Britain and her colonies to dis- 
cuss th.« expediency of fixing a ratie ot 
which the coins of either metal should be 
available for the payment of all debts at 
the option of tbe debtor. 


These recent circumstances show that 


tbe obanoa of securing an international 
conference to consider the question of a 
uniform standard for gold and silver money 
has improved, and suggest that if u move- 
meat for this purpose on the pnrt of onr 
Government were not at once successful it 
is reasonable to believe it would be daring 
the life of the present administration. But 
in the event of such a conference being 
brought about, is thete f»ny substantial 
reason for supposing it would accomplish 
anything? 
The European Governments 


would not be likely to appoint representa- 
tives who favor bimetallism, and the pop- 
ular sentiment favorable to a change is yet 
far to weak to cope with the mighty in- 
fluence of tbe money power. Enrop* is 
controlled by an aristocracy of »coumnlat- 
eJ oapuul; and so long as that vast power 
demands that the present condition of af- 
fairs shall remain, the people will be un- 
able to induce the Governments to makp 
any change, though they may not decline 
to discuss the matter. 


While, therefore, the chance is bette r 


now than for a number of years of bringing 
about an international 
conference, tbe 


probability of its accomplishing anything 
has not very greatly improved. It is cer- 
tainly advisable that this Government 
should endeavor to secure a conference, 
and having done so we may properly, in 
the event of failure, consider whether jus- 
tice and self-respect do not require the 
United States to ignore the action of Eu- 
rope wi'h regard to silver and join with 
the rest o£ mankind !n the establishment of 
a common ration between tbe two metals. 
Poisibly independent action ot this kind 
would be the best argument we conld 
bring to bear on Europe 


THE MIXE RECORD. 


The Proposal to Pit Geraldine Agah.it 


Al Farrow for • Kile DMh. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—The ^Geological 


Survey has at last mapped out the work 
which it will perform the coming summer 
in regard to the investigation of what can 
be accomplished by irrigation of the vast 
amount of arid lands of tbe West. 
Major 


Powell, the director of the survey, said to 
the Chronicle correspondent to-day that 
he intends to use tbe $250,000 appropri- 
ated by Congress to the best possible ad- 
vantage. 
His work during tne coming 


oeason, however, is said, would be mainly 
experimental. He will survey a few re- 
presentative localities. The Trnckee river 
is one. The storage capacity of the points 
which furnish the water for the Trnokee 
will be examined oud surveyed, and res- 
ervoirs constructed; also the ditches and 
canals for the distribution of the waters 
will also be surveyed. This will show 
what land can be irrigated on the Trnukee 
when the water is stored. The cost of the 
work will also be estimated. 
This wilt 


enable parties desiring to reclaim the land 
to know m advance exactly what they can 
do. Major Powell said his department 
will also furniah a Board of Engineers on 
the Carson aucl Us tributaries. 


Another important survey will be of the 


Arkansas in Colorado. This survey is 
already in progress. A very large amount 
of land will be reclaimed under this system. 
Besides this examinations will bs made and 
surveys inaugurated in the Sun Janqnin 
valley aud other points in California and 
also nloBg th« Snake river in Idaho. He 
says that more or less exploralion will be 
made iu every State and Territory where 
irrigation is required. It will be impossi- 
ble to complete tbe work in very many 
places, but enough will be done to illustrate 
the subject and indicate the policy of the 
Government in the matter. 


Major Powell will accompany the Com- 


mittee on Irrigation and Reclamation of 
Arid Lands, which will leave St. Paul 
about the 1st of August. He hap, he says, 
designated a competent engineer in every 
State and Territory to collect information 
for tho purpose of the survey and also for 
tbe u.e of the committee. 
Much interest 


is felt on the snbjrct of irrigation, and he 
states that he hopes to secure important 
legislation at the next session of Congress 
which will be of great benefit to this ques- 
tion. 


WASHISOTOS, April 10th—It is not be- 


lieved that any new Collectors of Internal 
Revenue will be appointed within the next 
three weeks. On the 1st of Miy the Col- 
lectors issue retail license stamps through- 
out the country.

Civil Service Reform List. 


Maj. 
General Schofield contemplates an 


inspection tour of the Western military 
posts during the latter part of this month. 
His programme is not yet matured, but be- 
ing bis first trip as commanding General 
of tbe army, it will probably be extensive, 
taking in tbe cavalry and artillery school 
at Fort Biley, the new posts undergoing 
construction near Denver, Chicago, Fort 
Russell, Wyoming Territory, and Forts 
Niobrara and Robinson, Nebraska and 
other less important posts. Tbe prime oh 
jeit of the prospective trip is to ascertain 
tbe progress of construction »t the new 
pests and to consult with the commanding 
officers in regard to the allotment of the 
funds from the appropriations for the next 
yoar to eonticoing improvements. 


The new Administration may not be 


definitely pledged to the abolition of tbe 
pale green 2-cent stamp, but every promise 
it has made of reform in general terms-in- 
volves such an act, and we are not sure 
bat President Harrison's oath of office 
itself carries with it the morul obligation 
to appease the clamor of the New York 
Sun in regard to that stamp. 


The ouly colored man in Congress is in 


Washington looking after the affairs ot his 
constituents, especially in the direction of 
postofficps. His name is H. P. Cheatham, 
and he was eltated to Congress from the 
Second District of North Carolina by 453 
majority over his Democratic competitor, 
Mr. Simmons, who was a member of the 
last Congress. Mr. Cheatham is about 35 
years of BSE, and js a bright mulatto. 
He 


is well educated, and in his native State 
has quite a reputation as an orator, having 
delivered several addresses before literary 
societies which attracted favorable com- 
ment. Previous to h!s election to Con- 
gress be was Recorder of Deeds in Hen- 
derseo, N. C., wbieh is his home. £ de- 
teraiined effort was imda to defeat Mr. 
Cheatham. His name was spelled wrong, 
and some of his supporters were prevented 
from going to tbe polls for fear of dis- 
charge from work. It is said that just be- 
fore the polls opened there was a meeting 
of the leading Democrats in the district, 
and it was proposed that the ballot-boxes 
should be handled in the manner peculiar 
to "Southern Bourbons," and which wonld 
have resulted in Mr. Cheatham's remaining 
at home as a private citizen, certainly dar- 
ing this session of Congress. The plan 
failed, however, because of the protest of 
Dr. Cheatham, in whose family tbe new 
Congressman was raised. The doctor de- 
clared that while ho never had voted and 
never expected to vote lor the Republican 
candidate for any office, he was determined 
that justice should be done him in the 
counting of the vote cast. Nothing mor» 
waa said about tba matter, and Mr. Cheat- 
ham was awarded the certificate of elec- 
tion, which he has fairly and legally won. 


A number of Government clerks are talk- 


ing up the establishment of a Civil Service 
retired list that bids fair to obtain tbe sanc- 
tion of tbe Government employes all over 
ths country and probably in the end will 
receive Congressional support. The prop- 
osition is to create a Pension fund by sub- 
scription from the employes. 
No appro- 


priation will be asked for. All that is re- 
quested is an Act to legalize the measure, 
which proposes to deduct from the pay of 
every clerk the sum of $1 monthly for the 
purpose of establishing a fond from which 
there shall be paid to every dork who may 
be retired the sum of $10 per month. All 
clerks who hare served thirty days are to 
be eligible for ret rement. Service in tbe 
army or navy can be added to service in 
the Department. The proposition has re- 
ceived the indorsement of many veterans 
of tbe Civil Service, and of young men as 
wall who see a w,iy clear to promotion by 
tbe retirement of the old men. A number 
of the bureau officials of the War Depart 
ment are in favor of the measure, and will 
probably recommend it in their annual re- 
ports.
